Colonel  Dickenson,  a  veteran  of  the  famous  5th  Armored  Division  in 
World  War  II,  was  assigned  to  F.S.C.  from  Korea,  where  he  was  in  command 
of  Prisoner  of  War  Camps.  He  is  the  Professor  of  Military  Science  and 
Tactics,  and  the  Commanding  Officer  of  the  R.O.T.C.  at  F.S.C. 
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R.   D.  T.  C. 


The  R.O.T.C.  at  F.S.C.  was  initially  established 
as  a  Military  Police  Corps  unit  in  May  of  1951. 
Colonel  Glenn  G.  Dickenson  was  assigned  as 
Commanding  Officer  of  the  new  unit  and  Major 
John  T.  Stansill  was  detailed  as  Assistant  Profes- 
sor of  Military  Science  and  Tactics.  Since  Florida 
Southern  had  never  had  any  type  of  military  unit 
before,  there  was  a  great  deal  of  work  to  be  com- 
pleted before  school  opened  and  the  program 
started. 

The  old  Arts  Building  was  reconverted  to  army 
specifications  and  became  the  "Little  Pentagon." 
Thousands  of  dollars  of  government  equipment 
began  to  arrive  on  the  campus,  and  plans  were 
completed  for  an  anticipated  enrollment  of  250 
cadets. 


In  August,  Captain  Lewis  O.  Giuffrida  was 
assigned  to  the  R.O.T.C.  unit  after  his  return 
from  Korea,  and  the  military  teaching  staff  was 
completed. 

M  Sgt.  Marvin  Beaman,  a  veteran  of  27  years 
in  the  Regular  Army  was  detailed  as  Sgt.  Major 
of  the  unit,  and  Sgts.  Wilson,  Beheler  and  Sim- 
mons were  assigned  by  the  Department  of  the 
Army.  All  of  the  officers  and  enlisted  men  are 
members  of  the  Regular  Army. 

The  cadets  are  organized  as  an  M.  P.  battalion, 
and  the  effects  of  the  military  training  can  al- 
ready be  seen  in  the  military  bearing  of  the 
R.O.T.C.  cadets. 
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Major  Stansill  was  assigned  to  F.S.C.  from 
the  Provost  Marshal  General's  Center  in 
Georgia.  A  veteran  of  12  years  in  the  Reg- 
ular Army,  Major  Stansill  served  in  Europe 
during  World  War  II  and  saw  action  in 
many  campaigns.
